(AP) — Skin divers guided four 
trapped 
spelunkers to safetv 


through the murky waters of a 
flooded cave Monday. One of 
the 
divers 
collapsed 
at 
the 


mouth of the cave and died aft- 
er helping out the last of the 
explorers. 


In Washington, the Navy iden- 


tified the diver as one of a 
three-man Navy team flown in 
from Washington for the rescue 
effort - Chief Damage Control- 
nian Lyle E. Thomas, a veteran 
of 22 years service with 14 years 
djving experience. 


The Navy said Thomas' death 


did not appear to be a direct 
result of his diving to help res- 
cue the spelunkers. 


Thomas was one of seven div- 


ers 
who swam 
into flooded 


Rowland Cave with skin diving 
equipment and led the explor- 
ers, one by one, through 200 feet 
of water-filled passage to the 
outside. 


A 
fast-rising 
underground 


stream had trapped the four 
explorers after they entered the 
cave Saturday. 


Thomas 
collapsed 
and 
fell 


from a small boat in the water 
at the mouth of the cave. The 
last of the four spelunkers was 
splashing ashore through the 
final shallow feet of water after 
36 hours in the cave. 


Authorities 
blocked 
off 
the 


area and attempted to revive 
Thomas. Newsmen could sec a 
man giving the diver mouth-to- 
mouth 
resuscitation 
on 
the 


ground at the mouth of the cave. 


The seven divers — three 


from the Navy, two volunteers 
from Washington and two volun- 
teers from Morgan City, La. — 
brought out the spelunkers one 
at a time on a line stretched 
through the water. They worked 
in pairs.

British Budget: 
A Cure Coming? 


Some of the advantages and some of the 


perils of parliamentary government are appar- 
ent at the moment. The budget that the Labor 
government will present to Britain's Parliament 
today will be effective at the government's will, 
short of a vote of no confidence—which would 
of course bring down the government. 


The budget will be scanned for its provisions 


for dealing with the British payments deficit. 
The Economist of London has posed the five 
main types of remedy for the balance of pay- 
ments problem: massive deflation, really effec- 
tive export subsidies, devaluation, continuously 
high interest rates, or curbs on overseas invest- 
ment. The financial journal writes off massive 
deflation as economically wrong and politically 
impossible. Export subsidies would make sense 
but are "administratively unlikely." Devaluation 
has been rejected. So The Economist reasons 
that curbs on capital outflow and high interest 
rates must do. The United States, facing a some- 
what similar deficit—though for different rea- 
sons—turned to voluntary curbs on investment 
abroad. But so far an American government 
that has to live with the Democratic tradition 
of easy money has shunned any interest hike. 


Business Week magazine predicts a mildly 


deflationary budget will be submitted in an 
attempt to put the brakes on expansion of the 
British economy. Bui. the problems are too 
complex to be solved by economic tinkering. 


British management is almost as hostile to 


innovation as British labor. In personnel selec- 
tion an old school tie—if it's the right school— 
frequently means more than an engineering 
degree, which is one reason for the much lament- 
ed brain drain in the direction of the United 
States. 


British labor is considerably less productive 


than its competitors in the United States, and 
also in West Germany, Japan, and probably 
France. Partly this is because British workers 
don't have the competitive machines. But also 
depressing is the degree of featherbedding and 
"welting"—visiting the pub on company time.

'Fronts' Blooming Again 


You've hoard of "fronts." The period of the Nine- 


teen Thirties wc-ie alive with their noise, their meetings, 
and their paid political advertisements. What distin- 
guishes a "front" is that it is a judicious mixture of 
innocent people and others, not so innocent, who have 
roots in organizations that do not deem it good politics 
to make a pitch for their beliefs or desires under their 
own name. 


In the Thirties there was something called the 


American League Against War and Fascism. It advo- 
cated that we fight Nazis tooth and claw. But when 
Stalin signed a pact with Hitler to carve up Poland, 
the League Against War and Fascism blossomed out 
overnight as the American League for Peace and 
Democracy. 


And its new "line" was that we owed it to civiliza- 


tion to inform the Europeans that the Yanks weren't 
coming. 


Well, it didn't take any particular gumshoe work 


to determine just who was calliug the shots in the 
"front" called the League Against War and Fas- 
cism. The "front" technique was not used very 
much in the later days of Stalin, largely because 
Americans had 
become 
disillusioned 
with 
the 


Soviets in the early Cold War period. 
But the 


Khrushchev period got our hopes up—and as the 
"Spirit of Geneva" and the "Spirit of Camp David" 
took over, the "fronts" began to burgeon once more. 


They are now in full cry. There is the Progressive 


Labor Movement, which doesn't have much to do with 
American labor because it is so busy making propa- 
. ganda hay for whatever Mao Tse-tung and Fidel Castro 


think is progressive. There are the DuBois Clubs of 
America, which would like everyone to believe they 
nre "unaffiliated," but which always seem to line up 
with any cause that favors the isolation of America 
in a v.'orld "neutrally" committed to the destruction of 
capitalism. There is the May 2 Committee, which is 
for peace provided it is the peace advocated by the 
Viet Cong in South Vietnam. There is the Youth Against 
War and Fascism, which never denounces war when 
it is practiced by "liberation" groups, and which would 
be affronted if you called Mao Tse-tung a Red Fascist. 
And there are lots of others, with old or new names, 
depending on their organizers' ideas about the need 
for better wool-pulJing over naive eyes. 


It was a "front" for a "front" that look a number 


of young Americans to Castro's Cuba a year ago. The 
"front" in back of the "front" was the Progressive 
Labor Movement: the "front" that was out in front 
Was the Student Committee for Travel to Cuba. 


The "fronts" are now very busy trying fo pres- 


sure Lyndon Johnson into "negotiating" a peace 
with the Viet Cong in Viet Nam by giving Southeast 
Asia to "neutralists" who will wind up as "fronts" 
for the extension of Communism. Their advertise- 
ments arc now appearing In big city newspapers. 
Those who arc skilled in following the burrowing of 
moles will note the judicious mixture of Innocent and 
non-innocent names on petitions to the President to 
get out of Saigon before the peace-loving Viet Cong 
bombs us out. I counted nine names of veteran 
"fronters" of the Thirties attached to one of these 
letter-advertisements, mixed in with a lot of new 
names who are probably innocent of the whole tech- 
nique of "fronting." 


The "front" technique is more confusing now than 


ft was in the Nineteen Thirties for the simple reason 
that Communism now has two heads, one in Moscow and 
one in Peking, plus a character who dwelleth in Havana 
on a swivel that moves swiftly through 180 degrees Hke 
the neck of an owl. But the fact that Communism now 
has double focus does not prevent the Moscow and Pe- 
king "fronts" from becoming a "united front" on spe- 
cific issues, 


Confusing or not, "front"-spotting isn't so difficult. 


All you have to do is to note who calls for peace when. 
You won't find many incurable "fronters". objecting to 
-iuch gentle things abroad as the bombings of American 
embassies, or the burning of U.S. libraries, or the 
murder and cannibalization of a few priest* and nuns.

MOSCOW — You can get into 


lots of arguments in Moscow over 
Lyndon B. Johnson. Unfortunately

This does not mean that the 


Soviet government will withdraw 
its invitation. The Russians are 
too polite for that. It does mean 
that they will not push the invi- 
tation, and LBJ, being smart and 
knowing something of the anti- 
Johnson atmosphere in the Soviet 
Union today, will not go. 


Furthermore, 
Brezhnev 
and 


Kosygin, the new team of Soviet 
leaders, will not come to the 
United States. Real fact is that 
they didn't want to come in the 
first place — even before tension 
developed over Viet Nam. Having 
accused Khrushchev of a "per- 
sonality cult"; in other words, 
grandstanding on 
world 
tours, 


Brezhnev and Kosygin did not 
want to be accused of doing the 
same. So they will not come to 
the U.S.A. 


Johnson's Image 


The tragedy regarding Lyndon 


Johnson is that when he first as- 
sumed office he was hailed by 
Hie Russians as a hero. The Soviet 
press recalled that as a young 
Congressman he had trained un- 
der President Roosevelt, who still 
lives in Russian memory as the 
great friend of the Soviet Union. 


Brezhnev's Farm Policy Speech: Great Event 


WASHINGTON — For Ameri- 


cans it is not at-all easy to see 
a speech on farm policy as a very 
great event. Yet the local experts 
are now convinced that Leonid 
Brezhnev's speech on Soviet farm 
policy last week was probably a 
more important event than the 
fall of Nikita S. Khrushchev. 


Its implications are countless, 


far-reaching and profound. It is 
bound, for instance, to influence 
the estimate of Soviet intentions 
that will be surely required dur- 
ing the White House discussions 
of the Vietnamese problem. For 
it can now be assumed with con- 
fidence that the Soviets are not 
prepared to risk a major war over 
Vietnam, since they have already 
begun to make exactly the op- 
posite sort of preparations. 


But the implications are the end 


of the story. The beginning, which 
must be summarized to convey 
this speech's full significance, is 
the extraordinary history of Sov- 
iet farm policy since the death 
of Stalin. During the past 12 years 
an incredible succession of solu- 
tions of the Soviet farm problem 
have been offered with loud fan- 
fare. 


Corn planting 
and 
ploughing 


virgin lands, exhortation and ad- 
ministrative upheaval, programs 
of every sort to "overtake the 
United States" in one or another 
form of farm output — these have 
poured forth, one after another, 
in an unending series. But all 
have had two defects in common. 
They were all more or less gim- 
micky —Khrushchev loved gim- 
micks — and they were all at- 
tempts to elude the main question. 


The question has always been 


the same: Whether the Soviet 
leadership was willing to pay the 
bill for an agriculturally produc- 
tive countryside. The bill was 
heavy and it took many forms. 
Investments of all sorts, in fer- 
tilizer, machinery, farm buildings 
and the like, were urgently need- 
ed. But incentive for the farmers, 
both in the form of pay for their 
labor and consumers' goods to 
spend the money on, were equally 
urgently needed. 


Odd as this may also seem to

many Americans, the central dra- 
ma of Soviet inner-party politics 
has always been an argument 
about investment priorities — at 
any rate since Stalin died and the 
terror lifted and people began to 
be able to think about practical 
matters.

Inside Washington

U. S. OVERTAKING — Despite 


headlines being captured by the 
Russian cosmonauts, the estimate 
in Washington is that the United 
States is catching up to the So- 
viets in the space race, and prob- 
ably has already overcome their 
principal advantage. 


The successful three-orbit flight 


of two Americans in the Molly 
Brown demonstrated that the U. 
S. has developed rockets powerful 
enough to equal anything the 
Russians can presently do. When 
it is recalled that a few years 
back the superior thrust of Soviet 
rockets enabled 
them to out- 


perform Americans in space ex- 
ploration, U. S. progress can bet- 
ter be measured. 


The Russians walk in space is 


a feat of importance. However, 
it is not the kind of thing that 
the U. S. is unable to match. It 
is simply that in scheduling the 
U. S. Moonlanding program 
a 


walk in space has been set in the 
normal course of over-all develop- 
ment. 


The U, S. continues to demon- 


strate the confidence in its sys- 
tem 
by permitting immediate 


news coverage of all space shots. 
This is in -marked contrast to 
traditional Soviet secrecy, sharply 
emphasized by the 12-hour delay 
in announcing the landing of the 
two Russians 
when their ship 


deviated from its planned land- 
ing, 


Of utmost importance, however, 


is the solid scientific exploration 
that is built into the American 
space effort. U. S. satellites have 
been credited with being the most 
scientifically 
sophisticated, 
far 


surpassing those of the Russians. 


These orbiting objects are send- 


ing back priceless 
information 


about space that is contributing 
to man's knowledge of his en- 
vironment. The information will 
also pay off in countless ways as 
the U.S. space program proceeds. 


In time to come, perhaps short- 


er than many people now believe, 
it is this information that ulti- 
mately will provide the "thrust" 
to put the American program un- 
challengingly ahead of the Rus- 
sians. 


quality differentials for rural and 
urban consumer goods is to be 
abandoned. Instead of having to 
buy culls at premium prices, the 
farmers are to get what the town 
workers get at the same prices. 
Irrigation, mechanization, elec- 
trification, fertilizer supply — all 
these are to received huge fur- 
ther investments.

It marks the last, the most diffi- 
cult and the most decisive phase 
of the long, hard evolution since 
the Stalinist time when the sole 
consideration was the iron power 
of the Communist state. Pros- 
perity, as such, counted for noth- 
ing and 17 million Russians could 
be offered up, literally as human 
sacrifices, on the altar of the 
state's power. 


In addition, this speech marks 


another kind of evolution. If you 
take the trouble to read it, you 
will certainly 
not give Leonid 


Brezhnev top marks for eloquence. 
But you will find a rock-bottom 
minimum of ideology, an enor- 
mous amount of solid common 
sense, almost no empty phrase- 
ology in the old Communist style 
and quantities of solid, obviously 
dependable 
facts presented 
in 


plain, practical language.

small quantities or you'll get sick. 


One of the reasons Switzerland 


appeals to an American like my- 
self is that it is very tiny after 
the vast sprawl of our own coun- 
try. 
How can a country so tiny 


and so ancient be, at the same 
time, so empty, when our own 
vast country seems already in 
danger of being swallowed up by 
the population explosion? 


Actually, the Swiss have recur- 


rent nightmares about their own 
lovely little land being swallowed 
up, not by the Swiss, but by 
foreign workers (there are some 
700,000 here, an awful lot for such 
a little country) and visiting mil- 
lionaires. This brings on virulent 
attacks of chauvinism, as the cry 
of "foreigners, go home" goes 
yodeling through the mountain 
passes. 


It's not altogether 
unpleasant 


for an American to hear this 
warcry applied to someone be- 
sides himself for a change. 


Americans 
living in 
Europe 


must get accustomed to hearing 
an incessant barrage of what I 
consider idiotic advice. 
We are 


everlastingly being invited to go 
home and to take our inflated 
dollars and our army in Germany 
and our Seventh Fleet with us. 


After a while you can develop 


selective deafness to these en- 
treaties and you can appear to 
be listening while mentally bal- 
ancing your private 
payments 


with the greengrocer. 
But it has 


always seemed to me a delightful 
speculation 
about 
what would 


happen if we did all these things 
We're everlastingly invited to do. 


For years now, European bank- 


ers, 
including the Swiss, have 


been lecturing the United States 
about keep its balance of pay- 
ments in order. 
It always struck 


me that some day we might do 
that and the Europeans would 
hate it. 
And we did it—and they 


do. 


When President Johnson only a 


few weeks ago requested Ameri- 
can corporations and American 
banks to cut the flow of American 


dollars, 
the European 
bankers 


almost unanimously 
thought it 


wouldn't 
work: 
the 
measures 


were too mild, they were volun- 
tary, not compulsory, the prob- 
lem was too serious, etc., 
etc. 


But it -has worked so abruptly 


and so violently that already 
Europe is in the midst of a credit 
squeeze that the E u r o p e a n s 
brought down on their own heads. 
The supply of Euro-dollars, a 
large pool of American money 
that largely finances foreign com- 
merce, is much smaller and con- 
sequently much more expensive 
to borrow from. 
The cries of 


anguish in the European money 
marts would wring your senti- 
mental hearts. 


The pound is much weaker. The 


franc is weaker. 
In faci, the 


French might be headed for a 
serious recession, a catastrophe 
most Americans could view with 
reasonable calm, tinged perhaps 
with glee. 


The other day I went to the 


bank here to get some money and" 
asked the banker if he wanted 
dollars, pounds, or francs. 
He 


grabbed the dollars instantly. The 
dollar is a very valuable piece 
of goods again—after only a few 
weeks of President Johnson's too- 
mild prescriptions. 


The bankers here are enraged 


when you call them the gnomes 
of Zurich because, they will tell 
you, they are not gnomes. 
As I 


say, the Swiss are a very literal 
people. 


Our problem is that we are not 


literal enough. 
Gen. de Gaulle 


has for years wanted to end 
American 
influence in Europe. 


Suppose we accepted this invita- 
tion and took our army in Ger- 
many, the most powerful land 
fighting force in the world, out 
of Germany, unit by unit, and in- 
vited Gen. de Gaulle to replace 
it with a French army. 
(What 


French army?) 
Or we took the 


Seventh Fleet back to San Fran- 
cisco aid invited the Russians to 
take over the problem of coping 
with the Red Chinese all by them- 
selves. 


Among other problems, that 


would certainly solve our balance 
of 
payment 
problems 
with 
a 


vengeance, causing tremendous 
dislocations in Europe and Asia, 
which have got quite accustomed 
to the flood of American money 
our forces unleash in their area. 


Of course, we won't take this 


bad advice, but it's fun to think 
about what havoc we would wreak 
on these people by doing exactly 
what they are telling us to do.

But when 
Sta lin Signed a pa ct with Hitler to ca rv e up Pola nd, 
the I.ea gue Aga inst Wa r a nd Fa scism blossomed out 
ov ernight a s the America n Lea gue for Pea ce a nd 
DetTMicra cy 
And its new “ ime” wa s tha t we owed it to civ iliza ­ 
tion to inform the Europea ns tha t the Ya nks weren’t 
comuig. 


Well. It didn't ta ke a ny pa rticula r gumshoe work 
to determine J ust who wa s ra iling the shots in the 
“ front” ra iled the U a gue Aga inst Wa r a nd Fa s- 
eisni.

Asia to “ neutra lists ’ who will wind up as “ fronts” 
for the ex tension o# t'ommunism. Their a dv ertise­ 
ments a re now a ppea ring in big city newspa pera .

Yet the loca l ex perts 
a re now conv inced tha t Leonid 
Brezhnev ’s speech on Sov iet fa rm 
policy la st week wa s proba bly a 
more importa nt ev ent tha n the 
fa ll of Nikita S. Khrushchev . 
Its implica tions a re countless, 
fa r-rea ching a nd profound. It is 
bound, for insta nce, to influence 
the estima te of Sov iet intentions 
tha t will be surely required dur­ 
ing the WTiite House discussions 
of the Vietna mese problem. For 
it ca n now he a ssumed with con­ 
fidence tha t the Sov iets a re not 
prepa red to risk a ma jor wa r ov er 
Vietna m, since they ha v e a lrea dy 
begun to ma ke ex a ctly the op- 
pa site .sort of prepa ra tions 
But the implica tictfis a re the end 
of the story . The beginning, which 
must be summa rized to conv ey 
this speech's full significa nce, is 
the ex tra ordina ry history of Sov ­ 
iet fa rm policy since the dea th 
of Sta lin. During the pa st 12 y ea rs 
a n incredible succession of solu­ 
tions of the Sov iet fa rm problem 
ha v e been offered with loud fa n­ 
fa re.
